-The Col- 
ima volcano shows strong fndientkmM of 
s great eruption, and the inhabltanta are 
leaving the Valley at the base and are 
moving to a safe distance from the peak 
from w*h!ch smoke aud pnffs of flame 
have- been belching for several days. 
Mout^t Colima has threatened renewed 
activity for several weeks. This condi¬ 
tion caoacs the work of construction of 
the extension of Mrxlran Central raB 
road to Mantanilo, passing near the base 
of the mountain, to cease tent|M>rari!y.
